3. Novelty and inventive step: 

3.1 GB 859 819 A (Dl) , which is considered the closest 
prior art, discloses a receptacle displaying the 
following features of claim 1 (the, references in 
brackets are to that document) : 

Receptacle (figure 1) for holding at least one 
pen, with an interior and a first wall element 
(1) forming a delimitation for the interior. 
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Therefore the subject matter of claim 1 differs from 
this prior art in that: 

the first wall element comprises a first 
connection section which lies in the interior 
and at the free end of which an end section is 
curved towards a second wall element adjacent 
the first connection section. 

Therefore the problem to be solved by the present 
invention can be considered that of producing a 
receptacle for holding at least one pen which 
presents no risk of injury owing to edges. 

This problem is solved in that the edges are curved 
into the interior of the receptacle. 

The prior art documents (Dl, D2 and D3) contain 
nothing to suggest this solution. 

Consequently the subject matter of claim 1 appears 
to meet the requirements of PCT Article 33(2) and 
(3) .
